COMMITTEE AGREEMENT FOR EXPENDING LIMITED AMOUNTS OF THE 1977 
PROGRAMME PLANNING FUND FOR COMMISSIONED PAPERS, AND FOR 
PERSONAL SERVICES CONTRACTS TO PROVIDE PROGRAMME PRESENTATION 
AND ANALYSIS. 
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2. PARAGRAPH 3 OF THAT LETTER CONTAINED TENTATIVE 
SUGGESTIONS FOR DISCUSSION ITEMS TO BE INCLUDED ON THE AGENDA 
OF A 2 1/2-DAY ANNIVERSARY CONFERENCE (SPRING 1978) CONCERNED 
WITH THE INTERACTIONS OF 'SCIENCE' AND 'SOCIETY'. THE PREPARATROY 
SUB-COMMITTEE (PROF. ALVES MARTINS, PROF. CERULUS, PROF. NEEL 
AND SIR SAM EDWARDS) REVISED THIS PROPOSED LIST OF DISCUSSION 
TOPICS AT ITS 21 JANUARY 1977 MEETING, AND HAS PREPARED A PLAN
